Tho second room contains a. siieclal 
exlilbit of the costumes, liandiworl;, 
and pictures ot lilsUimo llfo. lloom 
C is devoted to the French Hegime, 
with one case relating lu General 
Amherst's Campaign. Ail tliesc aro on 
Iho ground floor. 

Of the rooms on the upper floor, K 
and F, contain collections ot tho early 
churches ot Canada and their Mis- 
sions. Hero are also articles relating 
to -the Royal Family ot ICngland with 
special reference lo, Queen A'lctorla. 
Many Collections 
Rooms G, II, and I include war 
period collections, G, ot the. American 
War of Independence; U, ot iho AVar 
of 1S12; and I, of James Wolfe's Con- 
quest ot Quebec in Jîû'j! Objects, and 
pictures relating to the family of 
David Iloss MeCord, tho founder of 
the M-Useuni, arc to be found In room 
J; while those relating to tlio history 
of Montreal and QiK-beu are found in 
room K. This latter louni also i.'on- 
lulns special references lo Juuies .Mc- 
Gill, founder ot the University, and 
Kir AVIlliam Dawson, Geologist and 
Olio time Principal ot McGill Univer- 
sity. Material dealing with the Arctic 
Kxplorers of Canada, and also pic- 
tures llliisliating Canada from the 
Prairies to llic Pacific Coast, 1SC2-G3, 
are to be found In room L>. 

In the upstairs hall are' five pic- 
tures by Jliijor fleneral Cockburn, H.

eiits of modern art. The kitchen 
equipment is most complete, and wits 
considered a major factor in the 
equlpmcnl of Ibc restaurant.

People Very Poor 

The cities ot Russia arc shabby and 
down-al-liecl, the peojilc present a 
woeful and poverty-stricken appear- 
ance, while tho streets arc full of long 
queues of people w;illlnK for their 
.sliare ot meat or hrt.ad. Coiiimodilics 
aro very high and so the people go 
about poorly-olad. 

Leningrad is not so poverty-stricken 
as Moscou-, due to the presence of 
factory workers there. They are bel- 
ter supplied Avilli food and clothing 
than any of llie ollier.i. 

It Is very common for tho wmnen 
lo bring llioir children to Ihe factory 
wliero nurses help lo lake care of 
them. Tlioro arc five days In the 
weok and after five nioiilhs of steady 
work a worker Is entitled to a fort- 
night's holiday.. Tills he spciida in 
one ot Hie beautiful houses of the 
former capitalists. 

Prisoners Cheerful 

The prisons. Hie speaker slated, are 
miire ciicbi'fnl and human than oiic 
would suppose. There are two wln- 
(|ows 111 every cell, with four men ami 
a radio In each room. Only three or 
four official wardens aro in attend- 
ance, tho rciiiaiiider of tlio staff 1.' 
made up of trusties, or well-behaved 
prLsoners. Moreover, a prison news- 
paper Is ono of llin features. 

"The divorce department Is a very 
effkicni Mi.ichlni'," .M'ss llciickor 
polnicil out. .\"o jieisonal or cnibar- 
rassliig iiuc-itlons are asked, and onl.x 
a few nilnulos arc required lo obtain 
a divorce.

Dethrouiug Tlie University 

EVERY now and again the . university is 
the object of sevei'e criticism; the 
professors, the .system, or the students 
are blajned, or an accusing finger is pointed 
toward all three. One of the most recent 
attacks against the professors and the 
system is contained in an article entitled 
'Why Colleges Fail Students," written by 
Philip jWylie, in the current number of a 
■popular magazine. 

According to Mr. Wylie, the reason 
why so many students fail in their first 
year is not lack of intelligence or effort, 
but because of the university system to 
which the studenj. must submit. He des- 
cribes the feelings of one unfortunate 
freshman in these words: 

"H«- found that bo disliked to eo to class. 
He dfsUked Ills professors. He could scarcely 
bear to open a book. The meticulous infiist- 
enco upon mt-inorlsInK anything', everything, 

vliliout offf^riinT «itlinr j cason or criticism, 
filrulnptl |i:iliciifo. He cuinmenced to shirk. 
■'.Shirk*' Ik a better word to express his attitude. 
His efforts became sporadic. A dead language, 
an utterly useless branch of mathematics, a 
modem lancungc reduced to vocabulary and 
Ki'iiminai-, a sciince In a rourse constructed 
iiftlDa-r for the ^ak6 of Uil- fculonce nor the 
tMtudent, and his own Ianguai;e and literature 
reduced to us dull a business as memorising 
the names in a tcli'plione book." 

Mr. Wylie's alma mater was Princeton. 
He doeg not teil us ■whether he graduated 
or not. We suspect that he never got past 
-his freshman year. If he did,- he must have 
kept his eyes and ears shut all during his 
stay. He estimates the value of college in 
these terms: 

"It is no wondf-r IHn; inu'-ii uf thu shrink- 
asc if due tu lli<; dcjiui i nr.. uf iiieii who arb 
not (lull or ill or ilissolute. Good m«ii gull — 
thousands of them. In a year they are able to 
acuuire all the background a college or uni- 
versity can give — a knowledge of social maii- 
jiiM'H, ot how to (li'i'H.s mill Ijfiiuvi.-, uf whra 
clastiics arc revered by custom, ol cullogi; slang 
and clubs and fraternities and «porls; an 
iibllity to sny that tiiey have attended fratern- 
ities and sports; an ability to say that they 
have,uttpndod such and such a university. In 
a year tliey have the Jargon, the manner, the 
.:nairiu — ;in(l tlie iiiflnilcly f^nuill difCfrrnuc nuitie 
betwpeu freshmen and graduates \>y tlircu year.'j 
of liji service to the ordinary cuniculuin cun 
bo'njeasured by no earthy criterion." This, oh 
a co^iniont Is shallow. 

All interesting inconsistency appears 
•I'u hist article. Education, in his opinion, is 
■"still .preparing sixteenth century monks 
:and p'rerenaissance gentlewomen to go out 
.into a' world that few professors know any- 
thing'! about." From this dull, wearisome 
systeili which he believes to be in existence, 
she would drive us to another one which 
-jvould; be somewhat ridiculous — lie would 
ihave -us educated by talking moving pic- 
•tures I 

; College is more than the process of 
^èaasiing information — it is a process 
iyvhicK broadens the mind, which makes 
.thmk^ng more clear and coherent. It shows 
ithat feere is more in life than the mere 
trainiçig for a job which ■will assuré an 
easy, jundisturbcd existence — it sends the 
ifldi^viiJual into the world with a conscious- 
ness (ff the wrongs and injustices to which 
■many -people must submit because so many 
thoughtless men decree it so. 

I^erhaps we suggest results which are 
iÇnly true of certain graduates, but of one 
;tiiing' we are convinced — such develop- 
pepts, would be impossible under an edu-.

Now iierhaps, a little of iho slneer'.s 
fame is accorded him; tho .second soricu of his 
"Slniplo Uhymcs for Simple Folk" haB just been 
published containing a photograph of tho author 
Standing on the steps of the Arts Uulldlng. 

At iriK; poet at heart, 11. li. cantiol always 
allow hinitelf to bo cramped by tho c.xlBencios of 

P rhyme and metl-c. Ho is a master of 
tho "vers libre" — tho line, free as to 
time and space. And if occasionally 
y "'"^ puzzled as to scansion, the 



fault lies in the reader and not in 
/H- the line, for as It comes from Horry's 
HARRY lips, it Is nawlcfs. It is tho content 
rather than tho form that concerns H.B. However 
a poems starts out, however much humour creeps 
ill. his philosophy usually dominâtes by tho end. In 
this respect, Harry has a claim to "hl|,'h ^:orious- 
ncss" In Matthew Arnold's sense. But suriousncss, 
common or garden, is rarely unmixed with humour. 
A lyplcnl poem is a reflection of tho. author— u 
shining face with twinkling eyes; serious one 
minute, hinillng the ncM. 

Tho present series opens with a topical pooni 
dealing with the fountain on tho campus. Arts 'II 
and his confreres will undoubtedly becomo "triends- 
to-tho-death" after reading this poem — 
"Win you nie<!t mo at the fountain 
And drink Nature's cocktails there." 
You will notice the delicate reference to Pro- 
hibition. Arts 'II probably failed to recognise tho 
l>enuflclal influence of this factor on tho coming 
goner.itlon — water rallier than wine. Timely, too, 
are the exhortations to be "kind to your .stomach" 
at this Kca.son of tho year. Tho cla.sslcal .-itudonl 
will recognise at once, through Its modern garb, 
the old Greek principle of "nothing to excess." 

And some thero be today at McGllI to %vhom 
the old Arts Uulldlng is a myth. Ix-l them buy this 
book and read of Us fate. And let them read on; 
they will catch, perhaps, a glimpse of that will-o'- 
the-wisp one sees so rarely at .McGill— that thing 
of which Stevenson said of Edinburgh, "No man 
could pass through these portals on their first day 
wUIioul ever afterwards having something in com- 
mon"~ihe Alma Mater Spirit. Of course, one 
doesn't like to talk about It, fur words aru crude 
things. But there it Is In Harry's poems. 

This Is a book you cannot afford to miss. De- 
sides telling you how to become beautiful (a secret 
in itself worth far more than a quart'^i :) it s^ym- 
bollses for you your life at JIcGllI. "Whon you are 
old and grey and full of sleep, and nodding by the 
fire, take down this book and slowly read and 
dream of the eoft look your eyes had once." Its 
value will grow as tho years pajis. Tho treasure 
Is yours for a quarter.

■J'here ;iro two .short stories In this issuo, both 
rather above llio usual atuatvur nuigaxlno stan- 
dard. In "I'rayer" Jlary ilill shows talent tor 
psychological - character portrayal.

United State.=; Geological Bul- 
letin E.\plains Oddities in 
Boundaries

The United States ge'ological sur- 
vey. In a bulletin Just released at 
Washington, reports in detail an ex- 
plunalion of tlio oddities in state and 
national buondary lines. 

Peculiar Irregularities of somo of 
the state boundaries are due to com- 
promises made to adjUHt differences 
between tho representatives of the 
states, it is explained In tho bulletin. 
Tlie pan handle at tho southeast cor- 
ner o( Missouri Is suld to be the re- 
sult ot efforts ot a prominent land- 
owner to liave his plantation In the 
new state. 

Oiffara Few Feet. 

I'robably tho most widely known 
boundary In the United .States Is the 
.Mason and Dixon line between Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland, run l.y two 
LnglUlimun in 1703-07. The accuracy 
of their survey U shown by tho tact 
that in u resurvey 130 years later with 
modern Instruments and methods the 
position i'ound for tlie northeast cor- 
ner of .Maryland differed only 180 feet 
fioiii thu orlyinal survey.

American Education 

Not Fitting Student 

For Political Life 

— By Exchnnge Service — 
Portl!:nd, Ore. — Aiiicrltan education 
An Inefficient In p.eparing the student 
^htor purUeipation In j)olltical lite, ac- 
cording to Dr. Edward O. Sisson, head 
of the department of education and 
philosoiihy at Ueed Colieee, who Is now 
engaged In a lecture tour throughout 
tlt« East. 

In his address, "A Blind .Spot In 
American Kducatlon," Dr. .Sisson de- 
clares that the trend of education is 
way from politics. More students are 
studying ancient history than Ameri- 
can hiatory, he holds, and more are en- 
tered in Latin classes than in civics 
classes. 

The really dangerous citizen, ac- 
I'cordlug to Dr. lUIsson, lu not tl'.c thug, 
^Ue criminal, nor the corrupter of poll- 
Iclans, but the apathetic, indifferent 
bltlKcn who, by Ills indifference to poll- 
tÎBs, throws the control of American 
poll'lical life to the crlniinul I'lciiient. 

Less than half of the <)UaII(1cU voters 
of the counli'y, he says, turn out for 
elections, and the whole nation's poli- 
tical policy Is controlled by a vicious 
lulnorlty. 

•'Chicago," Dr. Sisson states, "Is an

Jlost oC Dr. SleConncll's time Is now 
spent In trnining 300 thcologs how to 
set along with country folk and how 
to c;irry the K'^fpol suocesatuUy to vil- 
lage anil town. 

"A grave problenj which tho rural 
church center faces at Mho present 
moment )s the distractlan of the auto, 
the radio, and tho movies," explains 
the iirofcssor. 

"The rhicf voiismi wl-.y inlKiMlants 
of the rural districts of the worlil, aiul 
especially of the United States, nppo;\r 
to 1)0 less Intelligent than poalile who 
live In the cities, is that they lack ex- 
perience whicli comes 'Usually from 
odiication.il opportunities that arc ac- 
ocjitiM] ;i¥ :i niatlor of i-our>c l>y city 
dwcllcrr^. 'IMiis f:icl, however, l.s more 
an Ini-rlniiiiallon of Iho i-liy people 
than of lliose In tlic country," lie ex- 
pia Incil. 

Ur. McC'onnolI, who has spent most 
of his t:nio here and nbroail^ in the 
rural MOilions uf the coimtrlcs, comes 
from til- i:itle Unown village of Trln- 
wiiy, t.iliii>. l:>ir:il srctiiMih :iri> ruriil. 
lie ill^i^ls 1.. ,-:,ii>p ol" the laclv of as- 
siftam-'' KiNcii litem hj* - tlie city 
people. Ill liie rase of education, for 
in.sian' O. the professor conlliiuod, "No 
man ur woman Is pcrinllloil to leach 
in cll'.e:* such as ISoston or New York 
•wllhoiil ill leas: a unlvcr.-iily training. 
Vi-t we find traclirrs wilhiiut oven a 
li .ch ^i<■llol.l rdui-.ilii'ii In riir.il dis- 
tricts of the Souili .-ind in the back- 



woods country teaclilns schools. "We 
find almost no health facllltlcH In tlio 
rural sections ot the cotiiitry. In cilles 
such as lioslon tlicrc are ho many 
doctors that many of them are starv- 
ing. Yet in country iteclionp, men, 
women and children aro Hutfcrlng. lo 
an cMeiil. not realized by many ot us, 
simply becau'ao doctors hro not thoro 
to care for them. 

I)r. McConncll. slight, dark, ever 
alert, spent his boyhood ami early 
manhood In Trlnway, which he iles- 
crlbcs as "a little ono-liorso villaKc, 
miles from nowhere." lie comoa from 
a family if preachers. Ills father was 
a minister In Indlunnpolis, and his 
brother, Ulshop Krnticls .1. SIcConnell, 
groduale of tho Uoston University 
Theological Hchool In '9~, Is today 
woll-Unowii lilsliop of tlip New York 
area: so yoiins i.;li:iik>s rulflllod famllj-- 
tradltiim l>y graduating from the 
School of Theology In 1910. 

Dr. McConncll has travelled Into 
many parls of the world In his mis- 
sionary work, but most of his llmo he 
has .^pent in country scellons making 
a' sHiily of conditions. At present ho 
Is at work on a Imok. which will go lo 
press la several weeks. In it ho allows 
the Important part idayed by country 
districts in our civlllBatlon through- 
out tho world; naming any number of 
great men who have coino from "tho 
country." 

"The rural sections," Dr, SlcCon- 
nell concluded, "arc In their present 
l<aekw;ird rondilions for many rea- 
sons, one of the oliirt' ef tliom lic'np 
thai the rural world Is sick. U is .sIcU 
becan.«e there aro no doctors there to 
offer their mcdieal knowledge. The 
slow work of ■i.clp that Is going on 
must be Improved and speeded up. so 
IlKit till- si>-oallcd 'rubes and yokels' 
will have urban udv.-inlagcs."
